“THE COUNT” 


Count Basie will always be revered as one of 
the most prolific contributors to jazz. But one must 
add: Count Basie gave the word simplicity a new 
meaning. 

“The Count” was able to be cogent, concise and 
succinct. To be more musically specific; Count Basie 
played (for the most part) few notes on the piano. 
But these notes were played at precisely the right 
time in exactly the right place!! 


This natural ability was marvelous to behold. 
Here was a man who could speak “volumes” with 
only a few words!! 


Count Basie’s big band offered so many great 
musical pleasures. They could swing out of this 
world. The arrangements were incredible. The way 
the band interpreted the music was simply “great”. 
But, they did more, they entertained! 


The brass section had its “choreography;” a 
synchronized movement of the mutes and horns. 
They had a song or two that the whole band would 
“sing” a few words. They would stand up and sit 
down on “cue”. They showed me that it is the qual- 
ity of music you're listening to that makes a differ- 
ence as to whether it is too loud or not. One could 
sit within “tables-length” of the Basie band when it 
was going “full-tilt' and still not feel “bombarded,” 
whereas one can sit before some 4 or 5 piece groups 
and fear for ones hearing. (I confess that this may 
be a subjective view.) 


Enter the late great Joe Williams. There are 
many things in life I may never experience. But 
thankfully, this was not one of them. Ernie Wilkins’ 
arrangement of “Evryday I have the blues” was a 
classic!! One could become completely engulfed in 
Count Basie’s music. Í will “fall-short” if I don't 
mention Lil' Darlin’.” We all know that one!!
